Allot Pay

WASHINGTON. — The 
Army has extended to top 
three graders the privilege, 
heretofore limited to officers, 
of having pay sent directly 
to a bank for deposit in 
checking or savings accounts. 

This same privilege is also ex- 
tended to enlisted men of other 
grades, but only in isolated cases 
where duty assignment is such as 
to. make payment in cash “im- 
practicable.” 

Effect of this change is to per- 
mit men in grades E-7, E-6, and 
E-5 to have their entire monthly 
pay and allowances sent to a bank 
or savings institution. They will 
not have to line up at 4 pay table 
to receive ‘pay in cash, then go te 
bank or to a post office for a 
money order to bank the money,

If these things are not done, a 
bank or savings institution will 
send the check back to the Finance 
officer, in effect redlining the in- 
dividual for that month.

WASHINGTON.—Don’t slow down the building of new houses and recreational faéili- 
ties so much that you drive servicemen back to. civilian life, Defense Secretary Charles. E. ~ 
Wilson has warned his service secretaries. 








At the same time he told the 
services to provide adequate hous- 
ing whenever they plan new in- 
stallations. 

Last October, when issuing his 
“general guidelines” for fiscal 
years 1956 and 1957, Mr. Wilson 
told the services to curtail some 
of their plans for new housing and 
recreational facilities. The services 
did this by suspending construc- 
tion of a number of ‘planned hous- 
ing projects and welfare and re- 
creational facilities. 

Now, apparently worried over 
the large number of servicemen 
leaving the armed forces, the 
Defense Secretary has cased the. 
building restrictions.

IN HIS MEMORANDUM to the

Unit COs to Set 
EM Mess Rules 


WASHINGTON. — Installation 
commanders were told this week 
that they might give unit com- 
manders the authority to permit 
individual . enlisted _members_ to 
“mess separately.” ~ 

Although responsibility for such 
raction continues with the installa- 
tion commander, the delegation of 
this authority is made possible by 
Changes 1 to AR 35-1460. 

Frequently an installation com- 
mander has little Way of knowing 
if an individual should be permit- 
ted to draw separate rations. 

The change points out that any 
such delegation of authority to unit 
commanders—a further decentral- 
ization, an Army spokesman 
pointed out, of command—should

Times some week and read that the Army has 
renamed itself-something simple, like this: 

United States Ground Forces . Alliance of 
Armor, Artillery, Chaplains, Chemical, Dental, | |- 
Engineering, Finance, Infantry, Medical, Military: | 
Police, Ordnance, ‘Quartermaster, Signal,’ Supply, 
Transportation, Veterinary and Women’s Army Or- 
ganizations. 

Just recently, someone in the Pentagon decided 
that the term “date of rank’”—as used jn Reserve 
officer promotions—tidn’t sound -right. . The term). 
was changed to a much longer one ending in “pro- 
motion eligibility date.” 

The Pentagon people explained—or implied—

that the change will give Reserve officers a greater 
feeling of secitrity. “Date of rank” was misleading, 
because it left the impression that the Army was 
doing the Reservists out of something when pro- 
motion time was figured. 

All across the land tonight, Reserve officers will 
sleep secure in the knowledge that “promotion eligi- 
bility date” has replaced “date of rank.” The Arm 
takes care of its own. 

Such incidents must lead one to -believe that 
the Army never tires of its old reputation for be- 
fogging a perfectly good language. 

Not too long ago, someone else in the Pentagon 


























was horrified to discover that the Army’s planetar- 
ium in Virginia had a title of unnerving simplicity: Army 
Planetarium. Here, obviously, was nomenclature thwarted. 
Whoever made the discovery came through with a top-level 
decision: the installation would be called the United States 
Army Celestial Observation and Identification Center. 

Don’t laugh. They laughed at Fort Knox, and the Armor 
Training Center was renamed the United States Army Train- 
‘ing Center (Armor). 

That’s why we warn that even “Army” itself isn’t 
immune. 

Actually, the military’s choice of words and phrases for 
official letters and papers is even more deserving of criti- 
cism. 

Where other people use, the Army utilizes. Why speak 
of something’s use when you can crowd four more syllables 
into utilization? In Army parlance, ‘‘as much as possible” 
becomes “‘to the maximum practical extent.” Instead of say- 
ing “before and after,” the Army prefers “prior to’ and 
“subsequent to.” January is ‘the month of January.” “Until” 
must have.-“such time as” added to it in order for if te be 
completely understood. “Pursuant to” is much more satisfac- 
tory than “following,” and in order to get across the sense 
of “more than” one must write “in an amount in excess of.” 

And so on down the line, For every example we could 
think of off-hand, a hundred complications exist. 

We’re not trying to make a land mass projecting con- 
spicuously above its surroundings out of a-molehill. We do 
believe, however, that in this modern age someone.in a high 
place should start thinking of how to bring the Army’s 
archaic terminology up to date. ;

Busted me from master sergeant 
to Pvt.-2 in one fell swoop, at the 
same time giving me a drink.

After exploring the entire b:z 
pay question, the group recom- 
mended that an across-the-board in- 
crease be sought, with a greater 
ratio of increase for the top four 
grades. It- said that semi-monthly 
pay periods would enable men in 
the lower grades to budget their 
money realistically. 

The committee suggested that 
the present clothing allowance is 
adequate for maintenance but 
not for purchase of new uni- 
forms. It echoed recent com- 
plaints on quarters allowances, 
saying they should parallel ac- 
tual rental costs and, in some 
cases, be payable at the pay 
table instead of being mailed te 
the recipient’s home. Délays in 
payment were cited as the chief 
reason for this. 

Incentive pay for first sergeants, 
seregants major, chief clerks of 
general and special staff sections 
was recommended. The committee 
also recommended that a survey be 
made with the view. of including 
other fields in hazardous duty pay, 
such as missile refueling personnel 
and some others in the electronics 
field. 

Medical Facilities 


In general, the committee found 
the medical care provided soldiers 
and their dependents to be good. 
It did suggest, however, that a 
yearly physical examination be giv- 
en all enlisted persons, and de- 
ficiencies corrected at once. It 
recommended some form of medi- 
eal insurance for dependents. 

_ The group also set up a tenta- 
tive prograrh of sponsoring medical 
students during their last two years 
of _school, plus internship and 
residency. Government - sponsored 
training would be repaid by tours 
of active duty, year for year.

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New Device Aids Training 
In Counterfire Equipment

— SP3 Michael Conheim, “coun-{ 


terfire equipment mechanic at the 
34th Inf. Regt. has invented a 
new training aid for the Dragon 
Counterfire Pltn. The new.—ma- 
chine is designed to save time and 
to introduce a new method of co- 
ordination between instructor and 
trainee, problem. with the present 
counterfire equipment. 

The invention — called “The 
Gnorfer” by Conheim — is an 
amplified version of the present 
counterfire recorder, which is 
able to pinpoint unseen enemy 
mortar and artillery fire. 

At present only one person can 
look through a recorder tube at a 
time; also, each recorder contains 
only one headset. Thus, each coun- 
terfire trainee must be given time- 
consuming individual instruction. 

The Gnorfer looks like a 





elesed phonograph with a four- 


by-six inch screen on the right 
side. of its front. A regular re- 
eorder is attached to the back 
of the machine and the sounds 
are. amplified through a loud- 
speaker, while the wave lengths 
are flashed across the screen, 
which is visible te the . whole 
class. 

The Gnorfer was built from a 
counterfire recorder tube and the 
insides of an old radio. 

The idea for the new machine 
first came to Conheim at counter- 
fire school. 

The 34th Regt.’s Counterfire 
Pitn. now uses the Gnorfer in- 
stead of the old equipment. Ac- 
cording to Lt. Wallace W. West, 
34th Regt.’s Counterfire Pltn. lead- 
er, the Dragon S-3 has bought the 
idea and the 24th Inf. Div. G-3 is 
enthusiastic about the invention’s 
possibilities. .

book which will soon be published 
by the Americzn-Guild Press of 
Dallas, Tex. 

The book, éntitled “Military 
_Trial Technique,” is the product of 
many years of practical experience 
in military justice. It will tell the 
young officer how to set up his 
court, how to prepare his case, how 
to get points across and evidence 
introduced. 

The project has been seven years 
in the making and has gone 


law governing military justice. 
Spratt, a native of Fort Mill, S.C., 
had his first taste of military jus 
tice in 1942 when he was informed 
by his regimental commander that 
he had been appointed to prosecute 
the cases referred to the special 
court-martial. The mejor was, at 
that time, a brand-new second lieu- 
tenant. He had no previous ex- 
perience with military law—or any 
other law, for that matter. 

The colonel selecied a thin brown 
volume from his bookshelf and 
handed it to Spratt, saying, “Here, 
teke this. You'll find a lot of good 
stuff in it.”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS: 
In reply to questions by John O.

assuming that filters of similar 
color (yellow, red, orange, etc.) 
and similar density (light, medium, 
etc.) will give the-same correction 
and require about the sate ex- 
posure increase.

ORITY REPORT: Phineas Newborn Jr., a new- 
comer to the major league jazz -scene, is a. young 
pianist you can expect to hear more and more about. His 
first LP (Here Is Phineas, Atlantic 1235) is getting quite 
a play from jazz jockeys and others and it is easy to understand 
why. His work demands attention. He has skill and speed to burn. 
Unfortunately, many jazz enthusiasts have a tendency to con- 
fuse skill and speed with the more necessary characteristics of a 
fine jazz pianist—tone, ofiginality, and feeling. 

Phineas is 23. Some jazz musicians at that age have the musi- 
cal maturity and experience necessary to play awe-inspiring jazz 
(Charlie Christian, who died at 23, was a good examearey | but many 
more donot, I think Phineas falis into the second class. 

On thé other hand George Wein, a well-informed jazz promoter 
who also plays piano, believes Phineas has a “wonderful musical 
mind . . . a fantastic command of his instrument . . . to my 
knowledge the only pianist who has as great, or greater Command 
of the piano is Art Tatum.” This is high praise, indeed, and from 
what I can gather a good many people agree with Wein. Accord- 
ing to his liner notes on this record, such respected jazz authorities 
as John Hammond and Count Basie are very high on Phineas 
Newborn. 

But after listening to Newborn’s album, I felt. exhausted. 
I had the feeling that I was watching a promising young actor 
overplay his part. There seems to be a lack of tone*and warmth 
and feeling, too much self-consciousness and too much flash in 
Newborn’s work. Perhaps these are the normal failings of the 
young artist, but since Phineas is receiving such lavish praise, 
and since I have heard other unknown pianists play aswell or 
better, I figured this minority report ought to be turned in. 

Perhaps you will agree with Wein and others who are nearly 
ready to rank him with Tatum. Why ‘not listen to the record and 
decide for yourself? 

Best thing in-the album is.probably Charlie Parker’s Barbados,

HE flow of records is fantastic. An average month 

or two will see as many records pour from the 

presses a8 a normal year before LP. Sometimes there 

are sO many versions of a single item that I suspect that 

records sell as much because of attractive covers and de luxe 

packaging as their content. And the odd thing is that many of 
them are very g and some are world-beaters. 

Decca, for example, has just issued a new interpretation of 
Dvorak’s Symphony No. 5, “From The New World,” played by the 
RIAS Symphony Orchestra of Berlin and conducted by Ferenc 
Fricsay (DL-9845, $3.98). It would be hard to find a symphony 
more persistently -dinned into the ears of the American public. 

This latest reading is a pleasant addition to the ample stock 
of this symphony. ¥ 2 

ANOTHER COLLECTION of familiar music—éexcgpt for a 
selection from Mahler’s First Symphony—comes frem Columbia 
(WZ-1). Modestly. priced at $1.98 and modestly titled “Bruno 
Walter, The Sound of Genius,” this sampler with demonstration 
quality sound provides a quick survey of the great talent of the 
80-year-old conductor. On the record in addition to the Mahler 
(a Walter specialty)are featherweights like the Blue Danube 
Waltz and entr’acte music from Rosamunde, ‘and such middle- 
weights as part of Mozart’s Eine Kleine Nachtmusik and Bee- 
thoven’s Egmont Gverture. It’s a fine buy: : 


RCA HAS HAD Chusiee masch ee the Boston Symphony 
devote most of a record to the three Leonore overtures and the 
one for Fidelio (basically the same plot) and has thrown in the 
Coriolan overture for good measure (RCA Victor LM-2015, $3.98). 
All of these versions are interesting. Performance and sound 
are excellent. 

In “The Virtuoso Orchestra,” Munch and the Boston sell old 
favorites under a new title (RCA Victor LM-1984, $3.98). Ravel’s 
Bolero, Rhapsodie Espagnole, and La Valse, along with a crisp 
Afternoon of a Faun, by Debussy, are played and recorded hand- 
somely enough to justify the rather egotistic album title. 

Aimost in the’ “pops” class by this time is Tehaikovsky’s Nut- 
cracker Suite; even when played by- Toscanini and the NBC Sym- 
phony (RCA Vietor LM-1986, $3.98). As if to emphasize this point, 
the record has been filled ‘out with Thé Skaters Waltz and the 
William Tell Overture. There are go ‘doubt more impressive Nut- 
crackers on record, but Toscanini does well by this music, which 
requires a precise and highly articulate orchestra ar gia than sénti- 
ment in the <playing.

WARTS DISAPPEAR WITHOUT 
TREATMENT 


Warts on the back of the hand 
often disappear without treatment. 
That is why so many superstitious 
crarms have been popular. Since 
the warts vanish anyway the charm 
is given credit for the cure. 


One of the most common charms 
“guaranteed” to get rid of warts 
is to touch each wart with a new 
pin. The pins are then put in a 
bottle ‘and buried. As the pins 
rust the warts are supposed to dis- 
appear. 

Another charm is to steal some 
meat at midnight when there is 
a full’ moon, rubbing it on the 
warts and then burying-it. Gypsies, 
for many years, have applied the 
juice of certain weeds. 

The truth is these hand warts 
usually go away no matter what 
you do or don’t do for them. If 
they are persistent and cosmet- 
ically objectionable then they 
should be removed. This can be 
done by X-rays, chemicals or elec- 
tric cautery depending on the type 
of wart and the preference of the

ING, Ga.—A 
new preventive dental health 
pr believed to be the 
first such program established 
at a military installation, is 
underway at Benning. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Fort Benning Community Activi- 
ties Association Fund has approved 
funds for the support of the pro- 
gram designed for. dependent chil- 
dren through the age of 18, ¢ 

The preventive program will be 
under the direction of Col. Clyde 
D. Oatman, Jr. and will be super- 
vised by Lt. Col. Von K. Frowine. 

A dental hygienist and a dental 
assistant have been employed by 
the community fund ~ Executive 
Committee to. begin work on the 
project. 

Purpose of the new program is 
to supply both long-range and 
short-range. measures for preven- 
tion and control of dental diseases, 

Last spring 1431 school young- 
sters in the Children’s Schools 
were examined, From the informa- 
tion obtained it was estimated that 
10 dentists working full time 98 
weeks would be required to com- 
plete and maintain for one-year 
only the dental repair needed for 
these children...The. need. for a 
preventive dental health program 
was apparent, said Col. Oatman: 

The project will start with the 
youngsters. in the Children’s 


Schools as they are most -readily | RCT. 


available. 

Space at the schools will be ar- 
ranged so that the hygienist can 
make preliminary examinations 
and evaluations. A dental record 
for each child will be started, using 
a standard dental examination 
form. 

Special emphasis will be placed 
on topical. application of a solu- 
tion of sodium fluoride for as many 
children as possible. 

The hygienist will work closely 
with the teachers. She will provide 
information which will be easily 
available.

H-21 Snatches Plane Off Surf

FORT BRAGG, N. C.— 
Two. plucky Army pilots of 
an H-21 helicopter last week 
snatched a downed L-19 plane 
from stormlashed waves on 
Shakleford Banks near More- 
head City, N. C., and carried 
it slung beneath their ’copter 
to the Coast Guard base at 
Fort Macon at night. 


Winds up to 40 knots and sheets 
of rain buffeted the helicopter as 
it pulled the light plate from the 
surf and bore it to shore. 

“The extremely poor visibility, 
the rain and low 300-foot ceiling 
made the job more difficult than 
we had expected,” said CWO James 
E. Kelley, the Pescue copter’s pilot. 

“Our crew waded through the 
surf on the sandy shoals, trying 
to . attach the sling. to the dam- 
aged plane,” Kelley added. “Three 
. the sling slipped as we tried 

o lift it, 


THE L-19, a National Guard light 
reconnaissance aircraft piloted by 
Capt. R. E. Hopkins, crashJanded 
on a Shakleford Banks sand bar 
early on a Sunday miorning.. Capt. 
Hopkins said the plane developed 
a vapor lock as he switched fuel 
conks, forcing his emergency. land- 
ng. 


Coast Guardsmen at Fort Macon 
picked up the captain from fishing 
men, who were the first on the 
scene. He was" uninjured by the 
crash, buf his plane sustained dam- 
age to a propeller and its right 
wing when it nosed over in the 
soft sand.

The H-21 with a four-man crew 
left Fort Bragg’s Simmons Army 
Air Field shortly after noon Tues- 
day, First attempts to lift the 
crippled plane from the surf were 
hampered by tides, wind and rain. 
Each new effort saw the L-19 spun 
off balance by winds. 

Pelting rain obscured vision dur- 
ing the entire airlift of the plane 
to the mainland. WO John W. Pat- 
terson, co-pilot of the rescue cop- 
ter, said -oseillation of the 2300- 
pound load slung beneath his craft 
made the crossing of open water 
more difficult. 

“The weight of the load permit- 
ted only Kelley and myself to be 
aboard during ‘the actual lift. I 
lay on my stomach to check the 
best area in which we could safely 
set the L-19 down,” said Patterson, 
a former master paratrooper of 
Bragg’s 82d. Abn. Div. 

After delivering their “cargo”, 
to Capt. Melvin Goulding, ad- 
visor to the Virginia National 
|Guard, who awaited them at Fort 
Macon, the two pilots flew their 
copter back to the banks to pick 
up its rain-and-sea-soaked crew.

THE Quartermaster - Research 
and Development Command at

Alaska, Klaiber covers more thane 


500 miles monthly traveling by 
auto over the Kenai Peninsula and 
Matanuska Valley area, and in an 
average month recruits five mew 
soldiers, most of whom he never 
sees. 

In comparing the area ‘his beat. 
covers, Klaiber explained that it 
is larger than the states of Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Indiana and Ne- 
braska combined. 


“It stretches from the Arctic 
Ocean on the north to the Pacific 
Ocean on the south and from thé 
Bering Sea on the west to the 
Alaska-Canadian border on the 
east,” he said. “That’s quite a 
lot- of territory for one man to 
cover.”

TO ACCOMPLISH this task, 
Klaiber has resorted to what he 
terms “mail order recruiting,” and 
conducts most of his recruiting 
program by mail and radio to get 
in touch. with prospective soldiers. 

Most of his mail order business 
is with Eskimos or Indians who 
live in remote parts of the Terri- 
tory such as Nunivak Island, 40 
miles from the mainland, or St. 


Bering Sea. To reach his office 
they travel by skin boat, bush 
plane, dog team and even snow- 
shoes.

WHEN KLAIBER receives a 
letter from a prospect or from a 
missionary who writes for him, he 
immediately sends a prepared set 
of questions to determine the 
man’s eligibility. When “he re- 
ceives the answer he checks the 
information with local authorities 
in Anchorage and if any facts need 
verification, sends a letter back 
to the prospect. Once the pros- 
pective soldier’s questionnaire is 
approved the applicant is mailed 
orders to proceed to Fort Rich- 
ardson. 

“It’s a strange feeling to meet 
a person face to face after you've 
corresponded with him for weeks, 
and feel that you know all about 
him,” Klaiber said.

COMMENTING ON some of the 
problems he.faces in his recruit- 
ing duties, Klaiber said that many 
times even simple routine matters 
can become big problems. 

“Most Alaska natives aré con- 
tinually moving from village to 
village,” he explained, “and most 
of these villages are isolated from 
mail routes and civilization in gen- 
eral, ‘ 

“More than once I have had to 
rely on ‘mukluk telegraph’ to get 
in touch with a prospect who lived 
out in the bush many miles from 
an airline or road,” he said.

It does ac- 
cept the modern idea that the State 
must take some responsibility for 
the general economic climate, Not 
by direct controls but indirectly, 
leaving individuals free to make 
their own economic‘¢hoices within 
the framework of the traditionally 
free market. This would be done, 
as it is being now, chiefly in the 
field of monetary policy. 

Chamberlain points out that 
Hauge, as Administrative Assistant 
on Economic Affairs, together with 
Arthur Burns, head of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad-: 
visors, revealed their belief in re- 
sistance to Government interfer- 
ence in the life of the body eco- 
nomic when they opposed increased

and because of the free waivered 
policy? 

“Or shall I pick the larger long- 
term widow benefits of the new 
law, with the lesser immediate 
benefits?” 

The answer in each case will de- 
pend in part, the experts say, on 
how much pay the man is drawing. 
The less the pay and the more nu- 
merous the children, the bigger 
the temporary benefits of the waiv- 
ered policy and the old law are 
going to look. 

* * * 

AGE OF CHILDREN has a bear- 
ing, too, official sources point out. 

Suppose that they are close to 
18, the age at which the special 
old-law VA payments usually stop. 
That means the widow would draw 
the extra child benefits for only a 
short time. Hence the old rates 
would not look so tempting. 

But suppose the children are 
very young. Then for many years 
the widow would be drawing 
that extra money for them, which 





time later. 
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would tend to make the old rates 
attractive. 

For those who elect to keep 
the waiver, there is a chance to 
have it both ways. 

To keep the waiver after next 
May 1 is to keep the old benefits, 
but the election is not irrevocable. 
It can be changed at any time the 
policy holder wishes, by either can- 
celing the policy or paying premi- 
ums on it, 

And then the man’s family auto- 
matically goes under the new law 
coverage. 

* * 

THE POSSIBLE advantage of 
this maneuver would be to stay 
under the old law while the fam- 
ily is young, then switch over to 
the new when the children are 
older and the income is higher and 
the balance of advantage is felt to 
be in favor of the new rates. 

Some experts think this would 
be a chancy thing to do. Even if 
the choice of the old benefits is 
correct at the time it is made, 
they say, the man might forget te 
switch over at the right time and

are bétter in most cases under the 
new law than the old; the life-time 
benefits to a life-long helpless child 
look better under the new. 
”’ Where there are or may be de- 
pendent parents, the new parent 
fHenefits must be weighed against

the old benefits plus the waivered 
insurance. 

One of the biggest factors of all 
is the question whether the widow 
will remarry and if so when. The 
big, long-term widow benefits un- 
der the new law are contingent 


upon two things: long life and non- 
remarriage. 


The only persons with waivers, 
of course, are those who bought 
Nationa] Service Life Insurance 
before April 25 (or the older 
Government Life) and later put 
it under waiver. 

Some have term policies which 
have lapsed—that is, payments 
have stopped but the five-year 
term hasn’t run out—and they 
may reinstate and put the policy 
under waiver between now and 
the first of the year. 

Persons whose policies have ex- 
pired, or have been cash-surrend- 
ered, can reinstate or get new in- 
surance—effective Jan, 1. That's 
too late to get a-waiver. No more 
waivers after Dec. 31.
